True as gospel, and yet I he bankers should not be''urged to 


gel into politics as bankers. They should perform their politi- 
cal duties as citizens, standing oil a level wilh all other citizens, 
and should not act as a body simply because they happen to be 
in the same kind of business. 


For years intelligent men and fair-minded newspapers have 


been decrying th'e^bunchingiOf votes on (lie ground of na- 
iionalily or any oilier grouikl.'save thai of political party. 
It 


is right that men believing in.the same principles should..act 
together in furthering and maintaining those principles. This 
leads to the formation of parties, which are not only proper, 
but indispensable, under such a government as that of Hie 
United States. The' bunching of voters in any other way is 
all wrong. This country wants no German vote, Irish vote, 
Italian vole or French-vole. 
Neither does it want a working- 


men's vote, a farmers' vote or a bankers' vote. What it wants 
and needs is Hie voles of citizens as citizens acting in their in- 
dividual capacity and divided only by political parly lines. 


There is nothing truer than that too many business men en- 


grossed in the money making game give less attention to pub- 
lic affairs than they should, but this negligence is not confined 
to business men. In all walks of life there arc too many who 


• are indifferent to .their political duties and obligations, with the 


result that demagogues and misfits find places in city councils, 
state legislatures and even in Congress. The remedy is within 
easy reach. All thai is necessary is for citizens to do their duly 
in the political field intelligently and honestly, and to do this 
as citizens and not as bunches of voters held together by na- 
tionality or any other inlcrest except the public interest. This 
is Hie lesson of the situation, and Ihe sooner it is learned Ihe 
belter will it be for Ihe country.
